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STORY OF HESSIAN FLY FL 


CAUSED CONSIDERABLE 


THIS YEAR. 


“Flax Seeds“ Change to Two-Winged 
Flies In August and September 
The Maggots Do Considerable 
Damage, But p Ploughing and 
Late Seeding Help Control Pest. 


There has-been more loss to win- 
ter and spring wheat from Hesslän 
Fly this year than for several years. 
The most of this loss has beon in 
the southwestern counties of the 
province, where wheat growing is. as 
u rule, more general than in the 
outer parts of the province. In these 
counties some fields were alniost 
ruined; many others, however, es- 
caped with very slight injury., The 
Insect has been present also in the 
‘other counties where wheat han been 
grown this year, but from the ac- 
counts received and from personal 
olservation, the loss has, for the 
most part, not been great; no greater 
probably. than we have had from 
time to time in the past. 

It is not always easy to discover 
why some fields of wheat have been 
severely injured, while others, in 
the same locality. were only lightly 
attacked. Usually the explanation 
is that the worst-infested fields were 
sown earlier than the others; some- 
times that wheat had been grown 
close to these fields last year and the 
stubble had not been ployghed down 
the same year, thus allowing flies to 
breed and attack the new flelds; 
sometimes the wind may have 
brought flies in from other farms; 
sometimes the soil in such fields was 
poor or not well prepared, or the

The Hessian Fly p efeve. Plants lack- 
ing in vigor, though, of co 
ulso attacks healthy plants. 
The little brown pupal cases that, 
when the wheat is ripening, can eas- 
ily be found in the fallen stems, 
either imbedded’ in the stalk very 
close to the ground, or hidden just 
beneath the leaf, at the lowest joint, 
and that look very much like flax 
seeds, are the resting stage of the 
insect. During August and early 
September these change into dusky 
little “two-winged flies, resembling 
closely a mosquito, but not one quur- 
ter so large. The flies lay their eggs 
on the leaves of young plants and 
the maggots that hatch from these 
work their way down the leaf to the 
crown, where they suck the juices 
out of the plants, and ultimately, if 
very numerous, cause them. to turn 
a sickly light color. These maggots 
become: full grown and change into) 
the flax-seed stage before winter. 
Next spring; ‘when the warm weather. 
has well started, another ‘brood of 
flies emerges and lays eggs on the 
lawer leaves. The maggots from these 
work their Way down between the 
leaf and the stem and feed here upon 
the juices of the pla: Very often 
Yinuggors are nabe Aided in the’ stack 
‘right at the ground, though ven 
great numbers are just above the 
first or second joint, concealed i: 
the base of the leat. The feedin- 
done causes the plants to become 
weakened, and they either break off 
at the ground or fall over at the in- 
fested joint: The grain in plants 
that are attacked) is shrivelled and 
staunted from lack of food, especially 
if several larvae have fed in 2 
single stem, as is usually the case in 
la: badly-infested field. Ik, however, 
only one is present, the head may 
mature ‘fairly well. The larvae, or 
maggots, of this brood become full 
grown and change into the flux-seed 
or pupal stage a little before the 
grain is ripe. 

The following methods of contro} 
should. be practiced: 

1. Plough down infested atubble 
to a depth of five or six inches as 
soon as the crop is off and then work 
the soil to firm it. This will bury the 
pupae and prevent the flies from 
emerging; for it has been found that 
they cannot emerge through three 
or four ihches of well-firmed soil, 
though many would get up if the soil 
were not firmed. Very few pupae are 
carried with the grain into the barn, 

80 that there is not much danger 
from these. 

2. It the stubble cannot be 
ploughed as SOFA rt run a cultivator 
over it to loosen the surface and 
hasten the. o of any fallen 
seed. The flies will readily lay their 
eggs in these volunteer plants and 
then by ploughing the field in late 


September or in October the insects | 


will be killed, 

3. Use only good, plump grain 
that will germinate’ weil, and have 
the seed bed for the. wheat well pre- 
pared so that when the grain is sown 
it will have every opportunity 10 
make a rapid, vigorous growth; for 
vigorous plants resist the injury bei- 
ter than weak piants. 

4. Sow as late as experience shows 
is safe for the district, without run- 
ning too great a risk of the plants 
not being far enough advanced to 
winter well: Late sowing is almost 
always a great help; because the 
wheat does not come up through the 
soil until the flies have disappeared. ; 
Of course, such fields.are subject to 
spring attacks, but it stands to rea- 
son that if they escape the fall at- 
tack they will have a much better 
chance to be only lightly attacked | 
in the spring and thus give a better 
crop. 

It is strongly urged that farmers 
follow the above suggestions this 
year, as it is very probable that the 
Hessian Fly will, otherwise, do 
much damage next year.

APPEAL HEARD IN $65,000 LAW

An appeal was heard in the Su- 
preme Court of Canada at Ottawa 
on Tuesday, the 23rd inst., involv- 
ing the construction or an agree- 
ment made by a number of share- 
holders in the Quinte Navigation Co 

to pay $65.000.The plaintiff is the 
Ontario and Quebec Navigation Co. 
and the defendents who were share- 
holders in the Quinte Navigation Co. 
signed the agreement under seal. 
Thefr lawyers on the appeal‘ now 
ask the court to relieve them from 
this payment. of the above sum claim 
ing that the true construcifon of 
the agreement does not require 
them to pay it; if it does, the agree- 
ment should be rectified or rescind- 
ed on the ground of mistake; that 
the amount is not due; that the On- 
tario & Quebec Navigation Co., hav- 
ing sold its assets to the Canada 
Steamship Company, is not the own- 
er of the claim, and hat the agree- 
ment is ultra vires. The exceptional- 
ly large amount involved, the com- 
plicated nature of the litigation and 
the fait that most of the defendants 
live in Hastings and Prince Edward 
Counties has excited a good deal of 
interest in the lawsuit. The court 
composed of Sir Louis Davies, Chief 
Justice of Canada, and Judges Id- 
dington, Anglin, Duff, Meinault, and 
Brodeur, after hearing the appeal re 
served judgment to enable them to 
go through the voluminous evidence 
and list of legal authorities.

What 18 
believed to be the oldest. porthait 
of a human being has been discover- 
ed in the University of Pennsyl-

The package was sack, bearing the 
seal, Dr. Legrain said, appears to 
sso heen sent by/the High Priest of 
the Temple of Ur, in which Abraham 
later worshipped, to a banker named 
‘Shulpeo and probably contained gold 
“Tt is of unusual importance to 
archaeologists, he added, because 
it probably gives a clue to the per- 
sonal appearance of the Sumerians, 
who were not a Semitic race. 


“The portrait is on a clay posiage® 

stamp and is the result or rolling an 
engraved, cylinter over the soft clay. 
It is as clear and distinct and the 
‘features ag well defined as the day 
it was made.The astonishing thing is 
that it shows che king-god as smooth 
shaven. There are two supposed 
portraits before the one just discov- 
ered, but in neither of them is there 
any apparent effort at realism. Each

Owing to the unsettled conditions 
in Russla during the past few years 
and to the uncertainty of trade rela- 
tions being re-established in the near 
future, flax-growing in Canada has 
received a considerable impetus. Ire- 
land, one of the largest users of flax 
fibre in the world, can grow plenty 
of raw material for that purpose, but 
the peculiar climatical conditions of 
the “Emerald Isle“ make it impos- 


‘gible to produce ripened sedd. This 


is where the Canadian farmer, steps 
in, though he harvestd a crop of fibre 
also. The following excerpt from the 
Dominion Government bulletin on 
flax may be of interest to those con- 
templating the growing of this crop 
in 1921: f 
Flax can de grown on a great var⸗ 
fety of soils. Any soil that ie suilt- 
able for the growth of cereals and 
other farm crops may be expected to 
give similar results when sown with 
flax. Where choice is possible, a 
sandy loam is to be preferred. | As 
uniformity in all characters is the 
most important point in connection 
with the production of fibre, it is ad- 
visable to choose a field that ie as 
level as possible and has a uniform 
type of soil, so that the moisture- 
holding | capacity will be similar 
throughout. % a 
Flax should not be sown on the 
same land oftener than once in five 
to seven years. Hs exact place in the 
rotation varies, but the ‘common 
ractice is to sow after corn of some 
ouremeereal, or on land that has been 
in sod for several years. This crop 
should not succeed mangels, as the 
soil is| apt 0 be deficient in potash 


in that case. 


Stable manure should not be ap- 
plied to land Immediately before 
sowing, as it is Hable to promote the 
growth. of wood dnd leaves without 

increase’ in the 
amount of fibre. It is better to ma- 
nure heavily some previous crop in 
rotation, and apply no manure 
to à crop of flax except potash in an 
artificial form, and then<only where 
the land requires it. As. potash, is 
not at present available owing to the 
war, Wood ashes may be used where- 
9 5 de obtained. In dis- 
tricts near the sea it may be possible 
to apply seaweed to some previ 
crop, as it contains a considerable 
amount of. potash. n 
From very early times flax has had 
the reputation of being an exhaustive 
crop. . Judged by its effect on’ the 
yield of subsequent erops there seems 
to be little foundation for this belief. 
On the other hand, when the crop is 
pulled there is none of it left in the 
soil except the very fine roots, where- 
as, in the case of a crop of wheat, all 
the roots are left in the soil, and sev- 


| eral inches of stubble are ploughed 


under in addition. In this sense flax 
removes more from the soil than oth- 
erscrops. z . 
Analysis of the plant should throw 
some light on this problem, but at 
the present time the results of 


“analysis made by different investiga- 


tors are so discordant that no gen- 
eral conclusion can be drawn. In all 
probability there is considerable 
variability in the chemical composi- 
tion due to differences of soil and 
climate. 1 

The preparation of the land should 
be such as will reduce it to as fine a 


‘state of tilth as possible. It should 


be ploughed in autumn to a moderate 
depth, if light, but to a greater depth 
if heavy, and should be frequently 
worked in spring to pulverize it thor- 
oughly: Land that is badly infested 
with weeds should not be used, as 
weeding must be done by hand after 
the seed germinates: The seed-bed 
should be compact, and to accomplish 
this it will be necessary to roll it,“ 
either before the seed is sown or 
‘after, Sometimes the land is rolled 
both before and after sowing, the 
practice depending largely on the na- 
ture of the soil. If the soil is so soft 
that the horses’ feet leave a deep im- 
pression, the seeds, when sown on the 
rolled aurface, will have a tendency 
to accumulate in these hollows, and 
will probably be buried more deeply; 
hence the crop will not be so uniform. 
On the other hand, if the soll con- 
tains a considerable amount of clay, 
the practice of rolling after sowing 
the seed will tend to make the sur- 
face crust even more readily after

_ ‘With the ever-increasing cost of 
living, it has become necessary to find 
corresponding means of saving.

Tenvet, Colo., Nov. 20.—Sale of 
the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad 


to the hichest bidder by orde ot 


the United States Cirtuit Court of 
Appeals marks the close of a tumul 
tuous chapter in the history of the 
road founded by General William J. 
Palmer in 1871. 


Millions of dollars a vear in wag- 


és were pal annually in the pros- 


perous period of the road's history! 


and other millions were used in num 
erous efforts to ~varioug financial 
interests to gain control.of the road 
the time the Jay Gould inter- 
ests caused the retirement of Gener- 
al Palmer from the road in 1883 
it was the object of financial cam- 
paigns of rival interests until the 
receivership caused by default of 
the road in peyment of Western Pas 

Eee, ailroad bonds in 1918, bond 
payments "raving been guaranteed 
by the Denver, and Rio Grande. 

The bond issue was for 350,000 
000 and when the equitable Trust 
Company of New York brought suit 
and obtained judgment in 1918, this 
nad been reduced to a little more 
than $36,000,000 the amount of the 
judgment. On January 26th of that 
year Edward L, Brown, president of 
the road and Alexander R. Baldwin 
vice president of the Western Paci- 
fic, were named receivers: by Judge 
Walter I. Sanborn, of the United 
Stated Circuit Court ot Appeals. A 
month later Brown was named sole 
receiver to comply with regulations 
of the United States Railroad admin 
istration during the wur. He was 
delegated BEER" of the administra- 
tion. 

Hearings were held before a Unit- 
ed States Master in chancery and on 
920, an order was 
signed by Judge Sanborn for the sale 


ot the road, over the protest of a 


stockholders’ committee Who asked 
postponement for a month. The 
road was advertised for sale for 30 
days and ‘November20 set as the date 
of sale. 

The road was built originally as 
part of Palmer’s dream qt a line 
running from, Denver to EI Paso.

CAREFUL BANDLING OF MILK. 
All Vessels Should We Freshly gel- 


No matter how well milk has been 
handled up to the time it Is delivered 
to the consumer, it cannot be expect- 
ed to keep well {f it Is carelessly 
treated thereafter. It should be pour- 
ed into pitcher, pan, or other vessel 
freshly scalded to remove any bac- 
terla or mold spores—~and kept in a 
cool, clean place free from dirt, files, 
ete. New milk should never be mixed 
with old, unless it is used at once, 
as the bacteria in the old milk will, 
of course, be added also, and the mix- 
ed milk will not keep as well as the 
fresh milk alone, 

Bacterla are thickest where there 
is dirt and decay, and milk should 
therefore be stored only in clean, 
sweet places. It is safer to keep it 
covered, to exclude not only dirt and 
bacteria, but also the fievors and 
odor which it so easily absorbs, If 


eit or less, good milk should 
remain eweet for twelve hours at 
least, after it reaches the consumer, 
and ordinarily for twenty-four hours

This is often due to the 
fact that the air of the ice box, al- 
though it seems cold in contrast with 
the heat outside, is really not cold 
enough to check the growth of the 
bacteria; if a thermometer placed in- 
side registers more than 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the fault is almost surely 
in the temperature of the ice box, and 
not in the milk.

Money for Farmers. 


Farmers have made money during 
the war and since. In comparison 
with their receipts previous to 1914 
this class of our population have 
made a lot of money, but despite 
this fact they have reason for feeling 
dissatisfied, as is proven by the con- 
tinued movement toward the cities. 
The cause for this unrest is not hard 
to find. While the producers’ income 
from the sale of agricultural products 
gradually rose from December, 1914, 
until June, 1919, wages in urban cen- 
jres sharply jumped. out of propor- 
tion to the rural increase, and, more- 
over, havé continued to soar, while 
thé prices for home-grown foodstuffs | 
are now practically stationary. The 
balance of population is upset. Young 
people in the cities with eight hours’ 
toil are paid sufficient wages to keep 
them amused for another eight hours, 
while the. tiller of the soil, with a 
year-round average of twelve hours’ 
work per day and little or no leisure 
time, is only able to put a few hun- 
dred away from the season’s turn- 
over. It is doubtful whether the On- 
tario farmer to-day is so much dis- 
Satisfled with the income he is receiv- 
ing as he is with the long hours of 
labor, the short minutes of, recreation 
and the general lack of modern con- 
venlences in the country.

MALTING BARLEY. 


Better Price Possible If Crop Were 
Properly Graded. 


A correspondent writing from 
Edinburgh, calls attention to the 
criticism of Canadian methods in 
marketing barley, made by a member 
of a London firm. Canadian barley. 
it was pointed out, lacked proper 
grading, the two, four and six-rowed 
barley being indiscriminately mixed 
in shipment, so’ that it is rendered 
useless for malting purposes. The 
quality of the grain was not crili- 
cized; in fact, the importer in ques- 
tion stated that, were Canadian bar- 
ley properly graded for malting, his 
firm would buy every bushel that 
Cannda had for export; and at prices 
much higher than those paid for 
Canadian barley of the sample that is 
now shipped. 

Surely, if orders for malting bar- 
ley were received here, or even 
promised, provided the sample 
proved satisfactory to intending pur- 
chasers, all requirements aa to grad- 
ing could be filled on short notice, 
The different kinds of barley—two, 
four, or six-rowed, are grown separ- 
j ately, and largely in separate dis- 
triets, and mixing of the classes must 
teke place in either the big elevators 
or on shipboard, and this could be 
prevented if necessary. 

No doubt a big market for malting 
bariey would be welcomed by the 
Canadian farmers, but for vears past 
no effort has been made to supply 
any but the home demand for this 
article. So far as the Government 
commercial grain inspectors are con- 
cerned, their interest in barley ex- 
tends only to condilion as regards 
moisture content and freedom from 
other kinds of grain, weed seeds, 
other foreign matter, and weight per 
bushel. 

News items to the effect that Cana- 
dian beer and whiskey is finding a 
grand market in the Old Country 
would indicate that there is yet con- 
siderable home demand for grains 
for brewing and malting, but this is 
a matter concerning the manufactur- 
ers and individual growers only. The. 
demand is limited, and does not at- 
tract many who might consider bar- 
ley growing very favorably if a suffi- 
cient export demand should mater- 
laasy a,

HE steanmship Brussels, Cap- 
| tain Fryatt’s ship, has been 
sold at auction at the Baltic 
Shipping Exchange in Lon- 
don for £3,100. The purchaser Was 
T. B. Stott, of the firm of T. B. Stolft 
& Co., ship owners, of Liverpool. The 
vessel was sold as she lay. The pur 
! chaser said he had not decided what 
i he would do with her: 
Many ship owners attended the 
sale, but bidding for the historic 


ship was not spirited. H. G. Kelloc, 
head of the firm of Kelloe & Co., con- 
ducted the sale, and in his call for 
bids appealed to the sentiments rath- 


er than to the commercial’ feeling ot 


the bidders: The first bid was kor 
£3,000 and was on behalf of David 


Petrie, of London and Antwerp. After 


coaxing by the auctioneer, the bid 
was rised £100 by Mr, Stott, and with 
no other bid forthcoming the vessel 
‘was sold to him. 1 

Sir Ernest Glover representing the 
Ministry of Shipping, attended the 
sale and said a request had been re- 
ceived from the

Next Year's Census. 


It ia probable that Sunday, April 
8. 1921, will be the date fixed by 
Parliament for the next census. Eng- 
land and Wales are likely to be di- 
vided into about 36,000 districts, one 
enumerator being assigned to each. 
These officials will leave schedules 
with householdérs before the ap- 
pointed day, and collect them after- 
warda, the actual counting being per- 
tormed by the large staff under the 
control of the Registrar-General. In 
freland the inhabitants are supposed 
to put thelr ‘religious profession” on 
record, but the duty is optional, and, 
therefore very much neglected. No 
similar obligation exists in Great Bri- 
tain. In 1911 the inhabitants of the 
United Kingdom numbered 45,216,- 
665, showing an increase of 3,757. 
944, or 9.1 per cent., as compared 
with 1901. This was 0.8 per cent. 
less than. the increase ten years 
previously. While the rate ot. in- 
crease was lower in England 
aud Scotland, the growth of 
the population was substantlally 
higher in Wales, very little change 
being exhibited in Ireland. Ten years 
ago the excess of females over males 
was 1,339,855, the actual figures be- 
ing 23,352,727, against 22,012,872.

In 1918, when it was ex- 
tremely prevalent, we had several 
plots to which, for the purpose of 
experiment, Bordeaux mixture was 
not applied. These plots suffered 
from a severe attack of tip burn and 
the plants were all killed down by the 
second week in August, while other 
plots on the same land and to which 
for the control of late blight Bor 
deaux’ mixture was regularly and 
thoroughly applied, suffered to a very: 
‘slight extent only, the plants remain- 


ing green until frost came. Bordeaux,

Mulching Garden Crops, 


Mulching of garden crops with 
| straw or strawy mannre has been 
found to be a profitable practice for 
late summer culture by the depart- 
ment .of horticniture at the Ohio 
Experiment Station. 2 

Crops grown in inter- spaces, such 
as tomatoes and cabbage, are 
adapted to this form of mulching; 
this practice is often used after the 
garden crops are too large to culti- 
vate easily. 

Mulching is advised particularly 
because of the recent wet season, 
Which has caused vegetables to 
grow heavy but tender stalks. The 
straw will tend to hold the moisture 
for the plants if a hot, dry season 
comes later in the summer. It also 
prevents the growth of weeds. 

Gardeners point out that the ex- 
céss supply of moisture in the soil 
has caused many of the garden 
erops to be shallow-rooted. Surface 
cultivation must necessarily be sup- 
planted by mulching to provide mois- 
ture for dry spells.
